In the meantime, while the soldiers underChu 
Ping-wen were so gallantly driving the rebels 
over the hill, word was brought to the sub- 
prefect that the rebel leader had detached alarge 
force to surprise the city of Poo Ngan duting the 
absence of the soldiers, Therefore as soon as the 
battle on the hil was over, the sub-prefect 
stopped the pursuit, re-assembled the soldiers 
and set off immediately ‘to defend the elty. 
On the following morning he met.the rebels 
afew H from the clty and a fierce battle 
resulted jast outside the walls. The fight con- 
tinned all day, the victory leaning one time to 
the Imperial alds and at another time to the 
However, when night came on the 
rebela were forced to retire, which they did in 
good order, buralng som of the suburbs as they 
went and trying to demolish the city wall {na 
places; but the citizens within resisted (hem 
soccersfolly and, killed some 20 of them in 
desultory skirmishes from the top of the walls, 
Next day, the 14th, relnforcements sent by the 
high provincial authorlice, began to peur In 
from all direetlons, The rebels‘ attempted to 
retire but they were completely surrounded and 
although In their desperation they fought more 
like demons than ‘men, thelr forces were practl- 
cally ano!bilated, Nearly all the chiefs and 400 
of the common sort were killed on the field; 200 
prisoners were taken ard the remainder of them 
succeeded In’ escaping, leaving bewever, all thelr 
arms, horses, baggage and standards in the 
hards of the victorious soldicrs..

It is in this spirit that the revolting flagella- 
tlon law lately established ‘bere to our disgrace 
has been carried out, There isnot one instance 
on record of a member of the wealthy class 
having been flogged for offences agalnst 
decency, or crimes of a worse character, The 
horrifying screams of the half-demented wretch 
who happened to be sfilicted with same unclean 
roanla for doing what no rational person would 
contempliate without 2 shudder, and with paverty 
at the same time, have been heard. So have 
{he moans of the miserable creature in poor 
elrcumstances who, {n drunken irresponsibility, 
did something for which he should have been 
pitied, On the certificate of a gaol surgeon as” 
to sanity, men have been tied up for official 
mutilation, whose offences were in themselves 
absolute proof of mental derangement. Bat 
these men have never had money or Iofluential 
{rlends,, The same abnormal offendings have 
been committed ‘by many others of a very 
different social grade, but nat one of their backs 
\s cat-msrked. not one of them has received 
the torture which carries with {t imeclalmable 
degradation and ostracism.

He 
cannot bo abollahed by torture while. these laws 
re ‘While there are slums and ‘sordid 
purlleus in which the real acers of wealth 
must herd together miserably, food for the lash, 
the brothels, the gacls, and the gallows will be 
grown. Jt is the children of the gutters who 
Tectuit the pestilent army of the Rocks and the: 
suburbs, not the prozeny of Roso Bay or Potts 
Polnt., ‘The Right-Thinking Person who gener- 
ally thrives-at the opposite end of a system 
which crowds his wage-siaves into sties, doesn't 
trouble aboot how they fare, or how their chil. 
dren's minds and ‘bodies aro being cared for. 
And If when these children grow up, the males 
of the family occasionally land him with a-balf. 
brick, the g is not utterly devold of 
poctic justice. . The way to abolish the larikin 
whom the Fat Man wants to scourge, {1 to re- 
form the conditfons that breedhim. This would 
a’so abolish that other and more consummate 
bua the well-to-do larikin of the clubs: 
and private bars, who spends other people’s 
earnings and can break laws with impunity. It 
would Ukewisa abolish the Fat Man himself, 
and [Is therefore a job which somebody else must 
undertake, and should start on at once— 
Sydney Bulletin .
